first obtaij.ed a license therefor and 
complied with the provisions herein- 
after stated.

mand, i rcense whereby the

owned (>.- kept by the applicant shall 
)«> license^ to -1111 at large within the 
ity limits for one year, from and 
alter the date of such license. 


The mayor shall also furnish 
to 


each apj'.icam a check of brass, cop- 
per or other meral, marked and num- 
bered with the number of the license 
and the date thereof. 
-The mayor 


shall receive and collect from each 
applicant of each license and check 
so issued, the sum of one dollar." 


Chicksrf Ordinance.

chickens ttates that "no person shall 
permit any fowl or fowls to run 
at 


large either in his or her premises 
or on the premises of any other per- 
son, on the streets, avenues or other 
public grei.nds of the said c-ty of 
Coshoctou."

Finance Minister Kokovsoff 
gave notice to the workmen of Russia 
that a government commission is now 
formulating legislation to remedy the 
greater part of their grievances, in- 
cluding state insurance against sick- 
ness, accident and age. and for short- 
ening the hours of labor; abolishing 
the prohibition of unions and criminal 
punishment for strikes, and for the es- 
tablishment of an industrial court in 
which employers and employed shall 
be represented. The minister pointed 
out to the delegation the impossibility 
of elaborating in a moment legislation, 
of such weighty and farreaching char- 
acter, 
fie declared that the energy 


with which the commissionpr is work- 
ing gave it the right to take sufficient 
time for the preparation and consider- 
ation of the proposed laws, and said 
that industrial disturbances such as 
have occurred hamper instead of fur- 
thering the work 


Baltic Fleet In Good Shape. 


London, April 15.—No news throw- 


ing light on the movement of the fleets 
of Vice Admirals Rojestvensft-y 
and 


Togo has been received here, but ac- 
cording to the statement made by one 
of the doctors on board the Russian 
hospital ship Oral at Saigon the ships 
of the Baltic squadron were going to 
Vladivostok. Tuesday being the last 
day the Russian vessels were sighted, 
it is the general opinion in London 
that Rojestvensky has changed his 
course, possibly to the eastward, as 
otherwise it is considered certain the j , 
fleet would have again been sighted I 
by passing srteamers 
The correspon- j 


dent at Hongkong of the Daily Mail 
telegraphs a report made by a steamer 
on April 11 that the Russian warships 
presented a serviceable and business- 
ike appearance

HE frank, vivacious daughters 


of the south have sometimes 
an uncommon gift for news- 
paper and fiction writing. In 


fliis field southern women are among 
*hos<:i at the head of the list. It i.s true 
tlu-ir most illustrious successes are of- 
ten achieved In tho north; but, all the 
•ante, they art- achieved. 


Notable it is, too, that perhaps a ma- 


jority of them were brought up to no 
particular line of work; tlu-y did not 
«xp«.-ff rv^r to havo nocd for money 
*armn|if'. The need came, however. :unl 


pioneers who settled In the Connecticut 
valley before the Revolution. Miss Pit- 
kin's father was appointed minister to 
tho Argentine Republic In 1888, and his 
family went to Buenos Ayres with him. 


Helen's childhood. In New Orleans 


and In South America, was passed un- 
der tho happiest auspices. 
From tho 


bcg.'nning she was noted for her talent 
and vivacity and for a blond beauty al- 
most dazzling-. When quite young she 
was dueevi of that carnival which Is so 
famous among the annual happenings 
at New Orleans. Once at a charity klr- 
mcss the two most beautiful maidens 
in the City, one girl blond, the other 
brunette, wore selected as queens of the 
kirrneHS, also queens of their respective 
types of beauty.

Manchester's Ga» Work* Alone Have Paid Into the City 
Treasury 913.000.000 Profits — Other Object Lessons

ANCHESTER has owned its 


gas works ever since 1807, 
which was not long after this 
present necessity wtis discov- 


ered. Since that lime the profits accru 
Ing and paid into the city treasury have 
amounted to the enormous total of $12,- 
800,000. The plant as it stands tyday 
constitutes an asset having a market 
ralue of more than $13,000,000. Gas 
Is furnished not only to citizens of 
Manchester, but to 30,000 customers 
outside the corporate limits. The rate 
charged Is 60 cents a thousand cubic 
feet, and the net profit for the last fis- 
cal year was ?i,rjDj;,y25. 
Of this sum 


f488|500 was paid into the city treasury 
In the form of taxes and a direct con- 
tribution, and the balance was devoted 
to the sinking fund or set aside in the 
contingent fund. The profits haA-e be- i 
come so large that the city has decided 


These are in,charge of T. Derbys'ide, 
aud his management of the complicat- 
ed system is excellent. He took a Justi- 
fiable pride in escorting me through 
the establishment on Osborne street. 
While^there SOO boys from a neighbor- 
ing training school came trooping in, 
and "It.-wall a lively sight to watch 
them disport in the great swimming 
pool.

Large fam- 
ilies are packed Into two small rooms, 
nnd there can be no privacy. For the

For motor power a reduced rate of 


gi\ e aside certain days when they can have 


the use of the baths for the nominal 
charge of a penny. Thousands of them 


48 cents a thousand is charged, and gas 
Is used for this purpose in the running 
of 1,520 engines. 
Employed in the 


Manchester gas department la an army 
Of 2,200 men, and their wages have 
been steadily increased iu recent years. 
'After an experiment lasting nearly a- 
century it must be conceded that the 
public ownership of gas production in 
Manchester shows all the earmarks of 
success. 


Manchester supplies electric light and 


power not only to ils citizens, but also 
to neighboring towns and villages The 
city embarked on this venture in 1893 
on what was then considered a large 
scale, making an investment consider- j 
ably in excess of $000,000. The first 
year of operation showed a loss ol 
about $1,000, but the following year 
found a profit to its credit amounting 
to $28,000. The city was then charging 
6.88 pence a unit for the current gener- 


but has gradually reduced this to 
In the meantime its plant has 


been extended xintil it represents an ex- 
penditure of $8,50(1,000. The gross prof- 
Its last year were $420,000, and after 
meeting interest, sinking fund and oth- 
er fixed charges there remained $41,000, 
which was placed to the credit of the 
reserve. 


The enterprise is not yet on a perma- 


nent basis for the reason that it is an- 
nually expending vast amounts for im- 
provements and extensions, but even 
during this period it has managed to 
reduce its debt, increase its surplus and j 
pay $260,000 toward the relief of rates. 


It ehould, be kept in mind that none 


of these enterprises is promoted or in 
any way sustained by money raised 
from taxation. The council committee 
In charge of them borrows the required 
money in the open market and goes 
ahead with extensions and improve- 
ments utterly independent of the city 
treasury. I am not aware of what 
would be the situation in the event of 
a failure of one of these enterprises, 
but presume that the city would as- 
sume responsibility for the payment of 
the bonds and liabilities. No such con- 
tingency has ever arisen, so far as I am 
informed. 


It was my privilege to examine the 


official accounts and statements of the 
reproductive undertakings in the lead- 
Ing cities /of Great Britain, and they 
unquestionably show without an excep- 
tion that every bonded obligation ha 
been met, that a proper amount ha

School children are taught to swim.

Prizes are awarded for 
proficiency, and expert swimming has 
become one of the regular courses in a 
common school education. Although 
Manchester's bath system is now one 
of the best iu the world, the plans for 
the immediate future contemplate al- 
most double the present capacity. 


The cleansing department of Man- 


chester is probably the largest iu the 
world and deserves a more extended 
description than that which follows. 
It is a distinct type of municipal en- 
terprise uud is a successful attempt 
to reduce to a minimum the expense 
and discomforts of street cleaning and. 
the disposal of sewage. To this end 
the city has become a manufacturer on 
a. large scale aud is the landlord of a 
farming estate of 3,7:>9 acres, or nearly 
six square miles of land. The cleaning 
committee includes the lord mayor as a 
member and is responsible for the 
sweeping and watering of streets, pas- 
sages and courts and for the collection 
and disposal of night soil and other 
refuse from dwellings, warehouses and 
institutions. 
The committees employ 


l,bOO men and 420 horses, with large 
numbers of vans and carts, steam lugs, 
a fleet of boats, four locomotives and 
twenty railroad cars. It builds its vans 
and carts, keeps in repair the Immense 
machinery plant and rolling stock used 
In the department makes and sells' har- 
ness, brushes, receptacles for closets, 
manufactures
